There has been little change in the 
quality of offerings for the Sunday 
dinner. 
Vegetables remain excellent 
inequality and the markets and woods 
are full of them. 
Some of the items 
are becoming a bit scarce, others are 
now at perfection. 
Sweet potatioes 
both J ersey and y ams, have been com­ 
ing in for the [last few day s, and they 
look to be excellent in quality . 
Peaches are almost off the market. 
The early Crawfords are play ed out, 
and the late varieties that are big and 
nice have not been shipped. 
On the 
contrary , cranberries are better than 
a week ago, and the stores are show­ 
ing the fancy Cape 
Cols in large 
quantities. 
California plums are here 
but they do not take the place of the 
late departed home-grown. 
The home-made candy season is ap­ 
proaching. 
To make apple taffy , boil 
together a pound of granulated sugar 
and a teacupful of cold water until a 
little droppedlnto cold wate^is brittle. 
Wipe each apple, run a skewer through 
it, dip in the scalding sy tnp and lay 
on waxed paper to dry .

New York, Oct. 11.—The assign­ 
ment of J . M. Ceba líos & Co.. bank 
era and merchants, with liabilities be­ 
tween $3,006.060 and $4,000,006. was 
announced late y esterday . 
The state­ 
ment declared that the failure was 
due to the defalcation and absconding 
of Manuel Silveira of Stlveira 
& Co, 
Havana agents of the New York com­ 
pany . Silveira’s defalcation is alleged 
to amount to about $1,000,000 
He 
sailed from Havana Oct. 2. ostensibly 
to consult here with the members of 
J 
M Ceballos & Co.. but has not 
reached this city . 
Counsel for the 
assignee said that Silveira has left 
on his own steamer, the Carmelina, 
for parts unknown, accompanied by 
his wife and children, anti that everv 
effort was being made to locate him. 
The members of the firm of J . M. 
Ceballos & Co. are J . M. Ceballos. 
J ohn S. Fiske and Anderson C. Wil­ 
son 
The assignee is William V. 
Rowe, an attorney . 
Mr. Rowe said 
that the assets of the firm are of a 
substantial character, but from a has­ 
ty examination it was manifest that 
they would require careful husband­ 
ing 
It was stated unofficially that 
there is ground to hope that the as 
sets w’ill be sufficient to cover the 
losses and that the firm may be en­ 
abled to resume. 
J . M. Ceballos & Co. was established 
about fifty y ears ago and has large 
interests in Cuba, chiefly in the de­ 
velopment 
of railroads 
and 
sugar 
plantations 
It operates a line of 
steamers 
between 
New 
York 
and 
Spanish ports and has connections in 
Spain. European centers and Spanish- 
A medran 
citJ ea. 
William 
Nelson 
Cromwell, counsel for the assignee, 
stated: 
“Messrs. Ceballos & Co.. hav­ 
ing no premonition of this conduct of 
their agent, and confronted with this 
large loss and the deprivation of their 
current resources. I have, in this 
emergency , deemed it just to all hav­ 
ing relations with them, that they 
should make a general assignment 
without preference. 
It is impractica­ 
ble at the moment to make an intelli­ 
gent statement of their assets and lis 
bilitles. 
In a general way the liabili­ 
ties are between three and four mil­ 
lion dollars. 
The accountants are at 
work and will he able within a few 
day s to make a fuller statement.”

A loaded shotgun was leaning 
against one side of the house, but was 
passed by Smith, who evidently had 
determined not to put up a fight, but 
to end his life as soon as surrounded.

Havana. Oct. 11.—General F reder­ 
ick Funston will not continue in com­ 
mand of the Am erican forces in Cuba. 
Governor Taft announced today that 
he and General Funston will leave 
Saturday for the United S tates on the 
battleship Louisiana. 
W ith them will 
go A ssistant Secretary of State Bacon 
and the affairs of Cuba will be left in 
the hands of Governor Magoon and 
G eneral J. Franklin Bell. 
In ex plaining this Governor Taft 
sa id : 
"G eneral Funston was sum ­ 
moned on a hurry call from the Pa 
cific coast because he was well ac­ 
quainted with many of the insurgent 
chiefs here and it was thought he 
could aid us. as he did greatly, in 
bringing the men in arm s to an agree­ 
ment. 
General Funston was put tem ­ 
porarily in command of the troops in 
Cuba m erely as a convenience until 
General Boll should arrive. 
General 
Funston. Mr. Bacon and m yself are 
returning to our perm anent duties.” 
Governor T aft’s confidence In Gen­ 
eral Bell’s ability to carry out the 
program c / regeneration resulted in 
the decision to continue him in the 
island. 
Many Cubans of the faction 
to which Mendez Capote and others 
who organized the M oderate party be­ 
long. were outspoken against General 
Funston, alleging that he had deserted 
them in their war against Spain Gov­ 
ernor Taft did not take cognizance of 
this bitterness, as he knows that Gen­ 
eral Funston at that tim e was ill. and 
had the consent to return of General 
G arcia and other leaders. 
Had the proposal to send three ex ­ 
peditions to Cuba been carried out. 
General Funston would have rem ained 
at Camp Columbia as the com m ander 
of a brigade.
